Despatch of Business ill the High Court of 
Chancery in Ireland. 



W HEREAS the present Mode of proceeding in the High Preamble. 
Court of Chancery in Ireland by Orders of Reference, 

Reports, and Exceptions, is attended with Delay, Expense, 
and other Inconvenience, and it is expedient that every Cause or 



5 Matter should he prosecuted through all Stages before and under the 
Direction of the same Judge or Judicial Officer: Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and -with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
10 the same, as follows: 



I. The existing senior Three Masters in Ordinary of the said Court Appoint- _ 
of Chancery shall be and are hereby constituted Judges of the said “i“£Jltoir 
Court under the Style of Vice Chancellors, with Power severally to 
exercise such Jurisdiction and Authority as herein-after provided ; and 
15 it shall be lawful for Her Majesty from Time to Time, when and as any 
Vacancy shall occur in the Office of any of the said Vice Chancellors,
